MISS  LIBERTY'S  NIGHTCAP 

Liberty  is  shown  on  many  of  the 
early  American  coins  holding  a rod 
with  a liberty  cap  on  it,  sometimes 
jokingly  referred  to  as  the  "stick 
with  a nightcap  on  it."  It  is 
claimed  that  the  origin  of  the  rod 
and  cap  dates  back  to  the  early 
Roman  days.  A freed  slave  was 
given  a head-piece  called  a pileus 
as  a token  of  his  freedom;  hence 
the  liberty  cap.  The  vindicta  is 
the  rod  or  wand  with  which  the 
Romans  touched  a slave  in  freeing 
him,  hence  the  rod  on  coins.  So 
the  familiar  rod  and  liberty-cap 
is  more  than  just  a "stick  with  a 
nightcap."

PROPAGANDA 

Coins  from  almost  tha  beginning 
have  been  propagandists.  We  have 
only  to  oonsldar  the  currency  of  the 
united  States.  The  oommemorative 
silver  and  gold  coins  of  the  States 
are  notices  that  the  New  World  too 
has  its  Mbcobs  and  Shrindo,  great 
men  and  heross,  quite  as  important 
as  those  of  the  Old  World,  The 
legend  "In  God  wo  Trust"  is  a 
notice  to  the  world  that  we  are  a 
religious  nation;  "E.  Pluribus  Unuirf 
that  we  are  divisional  but  not  di- 
vided. Our  Colonial  coins  were 
state  propaganda.  It  is  natural 
that  countries  should  exploit  their 
highlights  on  their  coins,  but  with 
George  Washington's  refusal  to  have 
his  portrait  placed  on  a coin,  we 
are  prejudiced  against  personal  pro- 
paganda on  currenciesj  yet  this  was 
fully  done  on  ancient  Roman  coins. 
Roman  rulers  and  high  officers 
being  probably  the  worst  offenders. 

Propaganda  properly  began  in  the 
first  century  B.C.  when  Sulla  and 
Pompey,  as  commanders  of  armies 
serving  abroad  — and  ore  ought  to 
remember  that  a Roman  army  was  the 
army  of  the  general  commanding  it 
aid  not  the  army  of  the  state  - be- 
gan to  strike  coins  themselves  for 
the  payment  of  their  troops.  On 
these  coins  the  legends  and  in- 
scriptions were  references  to  their 
own  history  and  achievements.  It 
was  not  a long  step  forward  when 
Caesar  not  only  reserved  to  himself 
the  right  of  coining  gold  and  silver 
but  in  the  last  year  of  his  life  re- 
ceived the  right  to  have  his  por- 
trait placed  on  the  coinage.  The 
transition  from  this  to  the  coinage 
of  his  nephew  Octavius  or  Augustus 
and  to  the  Imperial  coinage  gener- 
ally was  easily  effected. 

The  Roman  enq>erors  ruled  by  tra- 
dition and  consent  as  much  as  by 
force;  it  was  most  important  for  him 
to  have  public  opinion  on  his  side. 
He  therefore  seized  the  opportunity 
of  representing  on  coins  the  events 
in  the  light  in  which  he  desired 
them  to  appscir,  and  in  announcing 
not  only  his  actual  achievements 
but  also  his  hopes  and  policy.  Thus 
in  a sense  his  coins  played  the  Sana 
part  in  Roman  life  as  the  newspaper 
and  radio  do  in  our  own.

CISTOPHERIC  TETRADRACHII 
OF  PERGAMOS 


The  date  of  this  coin  is  133-6? 

B.  C. 

A vast  number  of  history-telling 
coins  appeared  in  the  2nd  century 
B.  C.  but  few  compare  with  this  one 
in  confirmation  of  Scripture . 

Locate  Pergamos  on  your  Bible 
map.  It  is  in  the  western  end  of 
Asia  Minor.  You  may  find  it 
spelled  Pergamos,  Pergamon,  or 
Pergamum.  The  city  of  today  is 
called  Bergama  and  has  a population 
of  about  lii,000.  Most  of  its 
buildings  are  very  ordinary  and 
built  of  wood.  It  has  quite  a num- 
ber of  old  Christian  churches 
built  centuries  after  the  book  of 
Revelation  was  written,  addressing 
those  seven  Christian  churces  in 
Asia  — Ephesus,  Smyrna,  Pergamos, 
Thyatira,  Sardis,  Philadelphia,  and 
Laodicea.  (Rev.  1:11) 

At  the  time  when  John's  letter 
was  written  to  the  church  at  Per- 
gamos, 96  A.D.,  that  city  was  given 
to  worship  of  the  god  Aesculapius, 
god  of  medicine.  They  had  a mag- 
nificent temple  - the  Asclepium. 

In  their  Asclepium  was  kept  what 
the  writer  of  Revelation  would  term 
"the  great  dragon  ...  that  old  ser- 
pent, called  the  Devil,  and  Satan. ." 
Satan  was  kept  in  a nystic  cist  or 
chest  for  worship.  He  was  a live 
one,  and  on  the  obverse  of  this 
cistopherus  of  Pergamos  the  lid  of 
his  mystic  cist  has  been  lifted  a 
bit  and  he  is  crawling  out. 

On  the  reverse  are  two  serpents; 
they  are  crawling  up  the  two  sides 
of  a bow  case,  very  like  we  are 
accustomed  to  seeing  the  two  ser- 
pents curling  about  Mercury's  wand 
of  the  caduceus  on  the  emblem  worn 
by  the  doctors,  surgeons,  nurses, 
and  veternarians  of  our  army  corps. 

This  cistopheric  tetradrachm  was 
in  popular  use,  not  only  at  Per- 
gamos, but  throughout  all  Asia 
Minor  in  the  second  and  first  cen- 
turies before  Christ. 

John,  writing  "what  the  Spirit 
saith"  to  the  church  at  Pergamos, 
praises  their  Christian  faithfulness 
while  enduring  persecutions  "where 
Satan  dwelleth, " and  warns  them 
that  those  persecutions  come  of  the 
old  Tempter  himself,  for  their  city 
is  his  head-quarters: 

"I  know  where  thou  dwellest, 
even  where  Satan's  seat  is..." 
(Rev.  2:13) 

The  handling  of  this  coin  of  Per- 
gamos brings  us  thoughts  of  Moses 
and  the  brass  serpent  which  Qod 
told  him  to  make  and  place  on  a 
high  pole  wbere  snakB-bitten 
Israelites  In  the  wildernsss  might 
look  and  be  healed.  (Nua.  21:  8,9) 

We  follow  that  brazen  serpent 
down  seven  centuries  to  the  days  of

ever we  enter  a Medical  Arts  Build- 
ing in  America  that  is,  if  we 
happen  to  look  up  and  see  its 
caduceus  over  the  door.
